tensive scope. The lust the flesh the urge 
self-indulgence, the finger post the way 
least resistance, the alluring vista the primrose 
path dalliance. And the kingdom letters 
the lust the flesh takes three principal forms: 
The dilettante spirit, the gentle art dabbling, and 
just plain, ordinary, unmitigated and inexcusable 
laziness. these marks may its presence 
recognized writers, scholars, teachers, students 
and readers. 


The dilettante spirit, like relish for caviar 
preference for silk hose, not intrinsically thing 
evil; for the dilettante his best man who 
takes delight fine things, who lover what 
fair and beautiful. element dilettantism 
must all are going-to know and 
enjoy the best literature and especially hope 
make our appreciation contagious. well not 
forget—and the dilettante spirit will see that 
not forget—that art general and literature 
particular are contributions 
that they are loved—whence get the word 
amateur; that they are delighted in—whence 
get the word dilettante; that they are ap- 
proached without shackling and confining prepos- 
sessions—whence get the word liberal applied 
studies and arts. Yes, need the dilettante

and the appreciator, the designer and the inter- 
preter. 

Where, then, lies the evil the dilettante 
with other manifestations the lust 
the flesh, the evil lies excess, misproportion. 
glutton merits moral censure not because 
eats, but because has exaggerated notion 
the importance nutrition the scheme life. 
The man soft garments receives disparagement 
not because has delicate nerve endings, but be- 
cause order cater his tactual sensibilities 
evades unpleasant duties and shuns brusque oppor- 
tunities. And the writer, the student, the teacher 
dominated the dilettante spirit fulfills the lust 
the flesh; intent predominantly, even ex- 
clusively, upon the pleasure gets from writing, 
from reading, from interpreting, that makes that 
pleasure end itself and takes his place beside 
the carnal glutton and the man soft garments. 


the sight sound one word the devotees 
the dilettante spirit invariably bless themselves 
with perfumed holy water; and that word un- 
congenial. have often large and admirably 
chosen vocabularies; but when suggested that 
the interests force and accuracy they should 
make certain philological researches, their conclu- 
sive reply that they find philology uncongenial. 
Their appreciation piece literature often 
genuine, but frothy and when they are warned that 
after all literary means something more 
than wild and whirling words and random disturb- 
ing movements the hands and shoulders and con- 
tortions the face, that sane criticism there 
intellectual well emotional element, 
again they reply, this time with tinge frigid 
commiseration human ignorance and folly, that 
the enjoyment literature they find the intel- 
lectual element uncongenial. Devotees the dilet- 
tante spirit are often teachers and lecturers and, 
personal and indiscriminate popularity were evi- 
dence professional worth, they would rank high 
imparters knowledge and enthusi- 
asm. often, however, impartial observers are 
compelled note that the disciples the dilet- 
tante inspirers have more enthusiasm than informa- 
tion, more ebullient emotional 
ordered and concatenated ideas. But let the dilet- 
tante lecturers and teachers told much, and 
they will promptly reply that not their busi- 
ness either furnish facts set their pupils 
the way acquiring facts; for facts are un- 
congenial. 

The second manifestation the lust the flesh 
literary labors and literary appreciation what 
call the gentle art dabbling. This also 
intrinsically indifferent habit carried extremes. 
Adaptability, -fluidity, elasticity, the facility for 
prompt and accurate mental and emotional adjust- 
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ment—these things are desirable any man; but 
what the man has other basic qualities, skill 
concentration, fixity attention, volitional 
doggedness that enables him fight out this 
line takes all summer? The dabbler general- 
gentle and effervescent soul, prey articu- 
late and sometimes mutually exclusive enthusiasms, 
astonishing example the theory lost motion 
and ardent though temporary follower many 
prophets false and true. summer school the 
dabbler bemoans the brevity the academic day 
and the rarity the gift bilocation. the 
library the dabbler always wants the very latest 
books, irrespective alike their qualitative import 
and their quantitative for the dab- 
ler, reason the fact that dabbler, 
intent ever upon some new thing. the classroom 
the dabbler the joy his superiors—perhaps for 
long time three weeks. adopts ever 
many pedagogical devices, but always tires them 
before their value can adequately tested. the 
dabbler who teaches his pupils are not immature 
human beings prepared for complete living; 
they are much material utilized 
for professional experiments. And so, with periodi- 
cal chirps joyousness and occasional gurgles 
delight, the dabbler pursues his devious way—de- 
vious, but unprogressive; and grows old his 
new enthusiasms, and his optimism, unquench- 
able and futile, the saddest thing the world; 
for not always striving and never attaining 
unto knowledge the truth? 

Let mistake, however. The literary 
dabbler may have brains kind and character 
sort—quickness apprehension and executive 
skill the one hand, kindliness and fraternal 
charity the other. Usually the dabbler is, 
the current phrase puts it, good man gone wrong. 
And has gone wrong because the lust the 
flesh, because concentrated unspectacular effort 
alien his not mere laziness that 
makes the dabbler, nor the dilettante spirit; 
cultivated inability hard intellectual work out 
sight and out mind. The dabbler often does 
quantitatively more work than the genuine scholar, 
but invariably the sort work which may 
seen and admired men. The scholar’s life the 
contrary, hidden life, and only very few friends 
and familiars know the extent and intensity his 
work. For the scholar like great artist who 
buries himself inaccessible studio for months 
time, paints and ponders for sixteen hours 
day and dying leaves masterpiece behind; while 
the dabbler like the man sometimes see 
shop windows who holds the attention gaping 
crowd daubing furiously dozens and dozens 
little canvases artistically worthless. Yet the 
dabbler might have become scholar, even the 
shop window charletan might have become ar- 
tist. Both dabblers are what they are because they 
never learned the wisdom isolated concentration.

may urged that such unfortunate should 
dealt with gently, for they never had oppor- 
tunities coming into contact with the living 
waters literary culture. Not all. Ever 
many victims intellectual sloth are university 
graduates, just as—according the revelation once 
vouchsafed holy mystic—ever many the 
damned hell are priests and religious. There 
validity whatever the opinion that once man 
has come into vital contact with great books 
must perforce give his days and his nights the 
pursuit learning and culture. Often far 
otherwise, and they who once sat the table 
scholarship may found filling themselves with 
the husks idleness. 


Here lamentable case point. Some years. 


ago book alleged scholarship came from the 
press. Critics were surprised find many 
shortcomings and many gross and palpable 
errors, for the man who wrote enjoyed high 
reputation for intellect and industry. Intellect 
may still have possesed, but industry had fallen 
from him like encumbering garment; for event- 
ually some his friends found out that his book 
was unfortunately incomplete and inaccurate 
simply and solely because its highly gifted and high- 
educated author was physically too lazy arise 
from his chair and cross the room order verify 
quotation. Thus ideals scholarship pale 
their fires before the onslaughts the lust the 
flesh. 

The remedies? This kind devil can driven 
out nothing but prayer and fasting. The 
dilettante, the dabbler and the sluggard have need 
living thought and thoughtful mortification, 
meditation and discipline. They need the 
prayer, the thought ,the meditation order re- 
their ideals and polish their weapons 
warfare and rediscover something the beauty and 
the vastness and the infinite variety God’s world 
and they need the fasting, the mortification, the dis- 
cipline practical reminder the far-reaching 
truth that who striveth for the mastery refraineth 
himself from many things. Scholarship, true 
scholarship, fruitful and sane and living, mastery 
indeed; mastery facts their discovery and 
grouping, mastery ideas their play upon the 
facts, mastery deductions and inferences, mas- 
tery hypotheses daringly correct. But, more 
than all else, scholarship mastery the scholar, 
doth the ame paradox’ hold, “He that would save 
his life must lose it.”

CECILIA’S DAY 


(Required Reading: Second Year English—C. Course) 
Sister Mary Raymund, 


Name Poem: Song for St. Cecilia’s Day. 

Author: John Dryden. 

Date composition: 1687. 

Classification: Ode. 

ode may defined any strain enthusi- 
astic and exalted lyrical verse, directed fixed 
purpose and dealing progressively with one digni- 
fied theme. 

Meter: The feet are iambic; the lines are irregu- 
lar form, their varying length indicating the 
change feeling the poem. 

Single theme: The power music. 

Outline: The power music shown ma- 
terial creation. The power the first musical in- 
strument. The power the various instruments: 
the trumpet, drum, flute, lute, violin, and organ. 
The power music shown the destruction 
material creation. 

Synopsis 

Stanza Heavenly harmony was that effected 
creation. Nature lay state impotent chaos; 
but when the divine music God’s commanding 
voice was heard, land and sea and firmament 
sprang order their respective places. the 
arrangement the material universe harmony suc- 
ceeded harmony, the concord running through all 
the compass the notes, and finally ending the 
creation God’s noblest work, man. 

Stanza II. This stanza describes the effect pro- 
duced the kinsfolk Jubal Cain when first they 
heard the sound music. Having fashioned 
instrument (possibly lyre), out shell, 
played before them; and ravished were they 
the melody that they fell their faces adora- 
tion, thinking that some divinity must concealed 
that shell from which such sweet sounds came. 

the next four stanzas the poet sets forth the 
power the various musical instruments express 
human pasions and emotions. 

Stanza III. The loud shrill notes the trumpet, 
indicating approaching danger, can fill the heart 
with fear, and excite action that will procure 
safety. The loud, double heat the drum, with 
noise like the rumbling thunder, announces the 
arrival the enemy, and since escape now 
impossibility, the only hope security lies 
charge. 

Stanza IV. The flute with its soft complaining 
tones can voice the woes hearts saddened 
love that can look for return, and the wailing 
strains the lute lament the death love. 

Stanza other instrument can portray 
adequately the violin “the depth pain and the 
height passion.” can pour out from the 
caverns grief and despair all the wretchedness, 
the anger, and the misery hearts wounded 
scorn and contempt. 

Stanza VI. But the sacred organ has power 
not possessed any other musical instrument. 
Rolling and surging richest harmony, can pro- 
duce such strains heavenly music that the listen- 
ing soul, drawn its power from the things 
time, and lifted upward the wings divine love 
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joins the hymns sung the nine-choired angels 
around the throne God. Here the poet compares 
the genius Orpheus with that St. Cecilia. The 
former, mythical musician, could play enchant- 
ingly upon the lyre that trees, rocks, and wild 
beasts, leaving their places, followed him. But St. 
Cecilia, the patroness Christian music, surpassed 
this marvel, for she drew from the organ such 
heavenly strains, that angel, hearing the wond- 
rous melody, “straight appeared, mistaking earth 
for Heaven.” 

Stanza VII. the last stanza, the grand chorus, 
Dryden tells that the power music the 
spheres swung into their appointed places, and 
glorified the Creator the harmony their move- 
ments, shall they out existence obedi- 
ence the same power. the last and dreadful 
day doom when the stars shall fall, and all heaven 
and earth shall moved, then shall the awful 
music the Archangel’s trumpet heard. 
that summons the dead shall rise life again, the 
living shall pass through the portals death, and 
“music untune the sky!” 

Evaluation 

The “Song for St. Cecilia’s Day” exemplifies the 
flexibility the English language, and its wonder- 
ful adaptability express all ideas. also 
excellent example the fixed purpose and single- 
ness thought which should characterize the ode. 
The unity the theme, the power music, re- 
markably clear. Music effects creation; the cre- 
ated being fashions instrument that has power 
move the souls men. Instruments constructed 
later time can also express, rouse, and 
quell human emotions and passions And lastly, 
music which its power brought harmony out 
chaos, has the potency turn again the harmoni- 
ous arrangement the material universe into 
chaos, and sound the note its destruction. 

The use words expressive natural sounds, 
figure known onomatopoeia, especially worthy 
attention this ode. the stanza describing 
the effect the trumpet and the drum, the sound 
suited the sense marked degree. The same 
may said the next stanza which the change 
words. the fifth stanza, which describes the 
power the violin pours forth the agitation 
soul disturbed and torn passion, the sense 
and sound are most admirable agreement; while 
the description the power the sacred organ’s 
praise, the words are less admirably suited 
the grave and solenm thought expressed. 

The whole poem, marked felicity 
diction, well worth careful study. cannot fail 
give pleasure the thoughtful reader.

Much has been printed late con- 
cerning mental tests school chil- 
dren, much that most teach- 
ers are puzzled “what believe, 
whom believe, what what 
not the field tests” says 
writer the Journal the Na- 
tional Education Association.

Upon analysis the contention 
will usually found center about 
the use technical terms about 
radical claims with reference what 
can cannot done with tests.”

est contribution, shall give

These two issues, although 
seemingly incompatible, even antagonistic, may 
then become reality, convergent, reflecting recip- 
rocal good, since they meet the common ground 
social welfare.

Religious Orders 


The next sub-topic found the topical outline the 
Compendium “Religious Orders,” and the study 
the beginnings religious life and the earliest religious 
orders required the outline for the second year, 
this section, the religious orders will considered the 
light the New Code Canon Law which went into 
ecect Pentecost Sunday, May 19, 1918. 

Derivation “Religion”. 

Ancient writers disputed among themselves the 
derivation the word religion. According Cicero, 
derived from “relegere” meaning through over 
again reading speech, and the same author uses the 
present participle “religens” his 
meaning revering the gods, pious. According St. Au- 
gustine, Lactantius and others the word comes from “re” 
meaning back, and “ligare” bind, therefore bind back, 
bind fast. The derivation given Cicero adopted 
many theologians, and means carefully re-reading the 
things that pertain God. Religion, the sense re- 
ligious state, therefore, they Say, nothing else 
but concrete and emphatic occupation with divine things, 
least, with things that have reference God. 
Definition Religious State. 

The Religious State permanent community life 
which the faithful besides observing the commandments 
God and the precepts the Church, oblige themselves 
the observance the evangelical counsels, the vows 
poverty, chastity, and obedience. 

Divine Origin Religious Life. 

Religious Life divine origin proved the 
words Our Lord recorded the twenty-first verse 
the nineteenth chapter St. Matthew where read: 
“If thou wilt perfect, sell what thou hast and give 
the poor, and thou shalt have treasure heaven, 
and come follow Me.” And since the religious life 
divine origin must held honor. 

Three Essential Elements Religious Life. 
Stability. Vows. Community life. 
According the New Code Canon Law: 

The Religious State Consists of: 

Orders Regulars with solemn vows. (a) Monas- 
tic Congregations. (b) Clerical lay Orders. 

Congregations with simple vows. (a) Exempt and 
Not Exempt. (b) Pontifical Institutes. (c) Diocesan 
Institutes. 

The Exempt, Not Exempt, Pontifical Institutes, and 
Diocesan Institutes may either clerical lay. 

Religious Order religious organization which 
solemn vows are taken. 

Religious Congregation religious body, which 
only simple vows are taken, which vows may either 
perpetual temporary. 

Exempt Religious Institute religious organiza- 
tion, with either simple solemn vows, that has been 
withdrawn from the jurisdiction the Ordinary the 
diocese. 

Pontifical Religious Institute religious organiza- 
tion which has received approbation, least, com- 
mendatory decree, “laudis decretum” from the Holy See; 
and from the time receiving that decree, none its 
can changed without permission from the Holy 

ee. 

Diocesan Religious Institute Religious Organ- 
ization which has been instituted the Ordinary, and 
not yet obtained the “decretum laudis” from the Holy 

ee. 

religious organization termed clerical its mem- 
bers are mostly priests, otherwise called “lay”. 

Religious House the residence any religious or- 
ganization. 

Regular House one belonging Order. 

Established House religious house which re- 
side least six professed members, whom, there 
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question clerical organization, least four must 
priests. 

Province combination several houses religi- 
ous under one superior, constituting part religious 
Order Congregation. 

Religious are those who have taken vows any com- 
munity. 

Religious with Simple Vows are professed members 
congregation. 

Regulars are the professed members Order. 

Nuns (Moniales) are religious women who have taken 
solemn vows, unless either the very nature the con- 
text the Canons their meaning taken otherwise. 
There are also nuns whose vows are their rule 
but who for certain countries have been declared simple 
the Order the Holy See. 

Sisters are religious women with simple vows. 

The most important change which has been introduced 
this section Religious Life, Cardinal Gasquet says 
is—at least far the older Orders are 
law which imposes period three years temporary 
simple vows after the novitiate, before perpetual vows, 
simple solemn can taken. Another point the 
present legislation the greater stress which laid upon 
the element “common life” essential condition 
for the religious life. One who leads eremitical life, 
for example, cannot called religious, because the 
condition common life wanting.” The New Code 
also says that those, who though living together com- 
mon life are not bound vows cannot properly called 
religious. 

The first essential element the religious life sta- 
bility, that condition state, which can 
brought about movable and changeable man, only 
assuming voluntary obligation remain the state 
once chosen, therefore the very act which one enters 
the religious state voluntary one performed with full 
deliberation. This state called religious, because in- 
cludes the virtue religion which man offers service 
and homage his Creator. The stability the religious 
life arises from the three vows poverty, chastity, and 
obedience taken religious. Though among the ancient 
hermits religious state existed which enjoyed the three 
vows, yet our day the Church limits the religious state 
common, Life common means stable mode 
living under the same rule and roof, although all the 
members may not dwelling the same convent 
monastery provincial house. 

Vow promise made God something not mere- 
good and lawful itself, but better more noble. 
has the character stable promise, and therefore, 
apt produce ratify the state chosen. vow some- 
thing sacred, because partakes the virtue religion, 
and has God for its direct aim and object, and from these 
qualities follows the binding obligatory character 
vow. promise made God, with the special in- 
tention Him homage, and the man who makes this 
promise has the firm will keep it. 

Five Elements Religious Life. 

Society. Approval. Perfection. Rules. 
Vows. 

Society, according the ethical definition, union 
many striving towards common end with common 
means. 

Approval involves two elements; authentic judgment 
and power conferred the religious superior accept 
vows and receive members. When the Church approves 
Religious Order, the Pope exercises his infallibility. 
Rev. Charles Augustine says this subject his Com- 
mentary the New Canon Law: “The authentic judg- 
ment which generally held infallible, least 
concerning religious orders, and its final stage, implies 
nothing else, but declaration that the institute becom- 
ing licit and useful; Suarez says, kind 
canonization, which the institute declared holy. The 
faculty required, because the superior must act 
public person, the name the Church, wherefore 
the vows accepted him are called public vows.” 


New Orders, organizations with solemn vows are not 
easily approved now, unless they accept the Rule one 
the ancient orders, their fundamental code, which 
they may add their own Constitutions. But even they 
follow ancient Rule, that St. Francis, they must 
have constitutions approved the bishop the Holy 


See. Therefore there are two kinds approval, episcopal 
approval, and Papal approval. 

Episcopal approval the approval the bishop the 
diocese which the Religious Congregation founded. 
But bishop must consult the Holy See erecting Con- 
gregation. 

Papal approval the approval given the Holy See. 

For the foundation religious community there must 
authoritative judgment which examines into: 


Its 

Its freedom from anything against faith morals. 

Its usefulness. 

Finally the authoritative judgment gives the insti- 
tute the right receive subjects the name the 
Church. 

Perfection. 

The third element religious life perfection, and 
this derived from the explicit words Our Lord Him- 
self: “If thou wilt perfect, sell all thou hast, and 
give the poor and come follow Me.” 
religious life state perfection, which striving 
after perfection strict obligation. 

Rule means the sum total the regulations which the 
first founder gave his community. 

Constitutions are additions by-laws which modify 
explain the original code. 

Vows. 

vow promise made God something not mere- 
good and lawful itself, but better more noble. 
Kinds Vows. 

Public. Private. 

Public Vow one that accepted lawful ec- 
clesiastical superior the name the Church. There- 
fore the three vows made members religious orders 
congregations are public vows. 

Private Vow one not accepted lawful superior 
the name the Church. Therefore, the intervention 


_of the Church through her lawful representatives neces 


sary make vow public. 

According the way which the Church receives 
vows, they are either 

Solemn Vows which render any acts contrary them 
not only illicit, that wrong, but also invalid, the act 
capable. being invalidated. 

Simple Vows which render acts contrary them illicit, 
but not invalid. 

vow solemn the Church receives such, and 
all vows that the Church does not receive are Simple 
vows. 

Solemn vows are with greater difficulty dispensed from 
the Church. The New Code Canon Law obliges all 
religious make temporary vows before making either 
solemn simple perpetual vows. 

Temporary Vows are vows taken for specified time, 
for three years. 

Perpetual Vows are vows taken for life and these may 
either simple solemn. 

all organizations with perpetual vows, the women, 
and Orders men, the lay brothers must make 
postulancy six months before they can admitted 
the novitiate. religious communities with temporary 
vows, their constitutions are observed regard 
the tinie the postulate. 

Whom Religious Life Open. 

Admission the religious life open any Catho- 
lic, who not under any legal impediment, who has the 
right intention, and capable fulfilling the duties 
religious life. 

Conditions Rendering Admission Into the 
Novitiate Invalid. 

person has fallen from the faith, and adhered 
non-Catholic sect. 

one has not the required age, fifteen years com- 
pleted. 

one were compelled enter grave fear, 

one married, for the duration the marriage. 
Conditions Rendering Admission Into the 
Novitiate Illicit. 

Clerics major orders who enter without the 
knowledge their bishop, against the will the bi- 
shop. When great need priests, the bishop may 
detain cleric for awhile, but soon not needed, 
must permitted take the religious life, even 
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though the cleric was educated the expense the 
diocese, for the Church wants religious life ac- 
cess 

Those who have debts pay and cannot settle the 
obligation. 

whose father mother, grandfather 
grandmother are great want, and need the 
the child, whose parents need their help bring 
and educate the younger children. 

The New Code Canon Law sets the age limit 
fifteen years completed for the valid admission into the 
novitiate, but does not set any maximum limit 
which would exclude candidates from entering the re- 
ligious life. 

there question organizations Papal Law the 
permission the Holy See required for the erection 
the novitiate. The house the novitiate will erected 
according the Constitutions. 

The novitiate begins with the reception the habit, 
such other way prescribed the constitutions. 
Validity Profession Requires. 

The novice must have the requisite age, namely six- 
teen years age, there question temporary vows; 
and twenty-one years age the case perpetual 
profession, either solemn simple. 

The candidate must admitted profession 
the legitimate superior. 

valid novitiate one year spent the novitiate 
house must have preceded the profession. 

The profession must made without force, 
grave féar deceit. 

The profession must explicit. the present 
time there was general law the Church demanding 
explicit profession under pain invalidity, and those 
days implicit profession was recognized, and under cer- 
tain circumstances, but any such implicit profession 
now abolished the New Code. 

The profesison must made into the hands the 
superior whom the constitutions authorize delegate. 

When the time the temporary vows expires there 
should delay the renewal the vows. 

The temporary vows must taken for longer 
period than three years, the novice will not yet 
twenty-one years age the expiration the three 
years temporary vows. all novices must 
fully twenty-one years age order take solemn 
vows religious order, simple perpetual vows 
congregations. 

The bishop, case absence, other impediment, 
the priest delegated him shall least thirty days be- 
fore the reception examine carefully each those 
received the novitiate, admitted profession, whe- 
ther she her own free will enters the novitiate, 
makes, renews her profession. 

Division Religious Institutes According Their 
Special Work. 

Contemplative. Mixed. Active. 

Contemplative Orders assume the great function the 
worship God, and living community, they perform 
this sacred office public, official way, assembling 
stated hours the day and night offer the Almighty 
“the sacrifice chief work then what 
St. Benedict’s Rule calls “opus Dei,” which means the 
solemn chanting Divine praise, which the tongue 
gives utterance the admiration the intellect and 
the love the heart. And this done the name the 
Church and all mankind. Love for God necessarily breeds 
love for our fellow man, all children the same Father, 
and thus the two loves, God and our neighbor are 
combined the contemplative life. The principal means 
that these religious have showing their love for others 
are prayer and penance. prayer, they draw down from 
heaven struggling and suffering humanity manifold 
graces, light, strength, courage, and comfort, blessings 
for time and eternity. penance, they strive atone 
for the offences sinful humanity, appease God’s 
wrath, and ward off its direful effects, vicarious satis- 
faction offered the demands Infinite Justice. They 
plead and make reparation for all men. Their lives 
self-Immolation benefit not only the living, for the dead 
well are benefited these lives silent sacrifice. 
Mixed Religious Congregations. 

Mixed Religious Congregations are those whose activity 
spiritual its objects, and requires contemplation for 
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its attainment. are those which are devoted 
preaching and higher education. (Catholic Encyclo- 
pedia.) 

Active Religious Institutes expend their energy doing 
good men, corporal works mercy, such care 
the sick, and orphans. 

The older Religious Orders and Congregations formed 
part the Compendium Religion for the Second Year 
Course. shall now briefly consider the more recently 
founded Institutes. 

Passionists Congregation the Passion (C. P.) 
founded 1720 St. Paul the Cross. Their rule 
severe, resembling the Trappists, but without the obliga- 
tion silence. ‘Their garb plain black gown, the 
breast which heart-shaped badge with the inscrip- 
tion “XPI Passio,” the letters XPI standing for 
abbreviation Christ. the United States the Order 
numbers about 300, whom nearly one-half are priests. 

Redemptorists (C. SS. R.) Congregation the Most 
Holy Redeemer founded St. Alphonsus Liguori 
1732. They devote themselves mainly the preaching 
missions. the United States they have more than 
700 members whom about one-half are priests. 

Marist Fathers (S. M.) Society Mary founded 
Lyons, France about 1823. They have about 200 mem- 
bers the United States. devote themselves 
missionary work. 

Congregation the Mission (C. M.) also known 
Lazarists Vincentians was founded St. Vincent 
Paul 1624, their first house being the College St. 
Lazare Paris. the United States there are many 
missions given these Fathers. 

Brothers the Christian Schools (F. Fratres 
Scholarum Christianarum) founded St. John Baptist 
Salle France 1684. The total membership 
18,000. They are foremost the work education, and 
were approved Benedict 1725. 

Visitation Nuns founded St. Francis Sales and St. 
Jane Chantal Savoy France, 1610. The mem- 
bers devote themselves contemplation and the educa- 
tion girls. house independent. this coun- 
try they number about 850. 

School Sisters Notre Dame were founded France 
1597 St. Peter Fourier. These sisters came the 
United States 1847, the motherhouse being located 
Milwaukee since 1850. this country they number about 
4,600. 

Order the Presentation established Cork, 1777 
Nano Nagle, and was approved the Holy See 
1783. The first American house the Order was founded 
San Francisco 1854. The sisters employ themselves 
teaching. 

Religious the Sacred Heart were founded Amiens 
1800 Blessed Madeleine Sophie Barat, and were in- 
troduced into the United States Orleans 1818. They 
are engaged teaching mostly academies. The total 
number members 7,000, whom about 1,200 are 
the United States. 

Sisters Notre Dame Namur founded Blessed 
Julie Billiart Amiens, France 1803. They are 
teaching body with many academies, and schools, includ- 
ing Trinity College for women this country. They num- 
ber about 2,500. 

Sisters Mercy founded Dublin 1837 Catherine 
McAuley. They came the United States 1843 and 
settled Pittsburgh. They are engaged teaching and 
many forms charitable work. They have mother- 
houses, and about 7,000 members. 

Sisters Notre Dame Cleveland, Ohio, branch 
the congregation founded Blessed 
founded Westphalia. Bishop Gilmour brought the sis- 
ters this Congregation Cleveland 1874. The sis- 
ters devote themselves the work education. The 
total professed membership 1569, whom 605 are 
America. 

Sisters the Blessed Sacrament, founded Katherine 
Drexel 1889 Maud, Pennsylvania for missionary 
work among the Indians and colored people the United 
States. The Congregation was approved Most Rev. 
Ryan, then Archbishop Philadelphia. The for- 
mal approbation the Holy See was given the Con- 
gregation 1907, “and May 1913 the final approhbation 
the Holy See was given. The Sisters number about 
253, and have under their care about 5,000 children the 
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colored and Indian races. The motherhouse where the 
foundress resides St. Elizabeth’s Cornwells, Pa. 

Sisters Charity Nazareth, founded December, 1812 
1910. The Congregation received the formal approbation 
the Holy See. mother house Nazareth has 
branch houses. The opening Nazareth College 
Louisville, Ky., October 1920 was meet the de- 
mand for higher education women. The Sisters have 
colleges, parochial schools, hospitals, orphanages. 
The Congregation numbers about 980 members. 

School Sisters Saint Francis. The Motherhouse and 
Novitiate Layton Blvd. and Greenfield Ave., Milwau- 
kee. There are 1,066 Professed Sisters, 230 Novices, and 
postulants. 

Sisters St. Benedict came this country 1852, and 
now number 2,200. They are engaged the work 
education. There are convents Allegheny, Pa., Chi- 
cago, Covington, Ky., Duluth, Minn., Erie, Pa., and the 
largest convent the Congregation St. Joseph, 
Minn. Founded 1857. 

Sisters St. Dominic. There are Motherhouses this 
Congregation St. Catherine’s, Kentucky, St. Mary’s 
the Springs, Shepard O., Ohio, St. Cecilia’s, 
Nashville. The Sisters devote themselves the work 
education. 

Sisters the Precious Blood founded Switzerland 
1833 Father Brunner. 1886 the American Mother 
house Maria Stein, Ohio, was made separate Congre- 
gation with superior general under the jurisdiction 
the Archbishop Cincinnati. The community numbers 
580 professed religious. They 
boarding schools, parochial schools, and orphanages. 

Sisters Charity Cincinnati, Ohio. The novitiate 
Cincinnati was opened 1852. Mother Seton had sent 
Sisters here from Emmetsburgh October, 1829, but 
1849 the Cincinnati Community severed their membership 
from Emmetsburgh, that Community then became af- 
filiated with the French Daughters Charity. The Col- 
lege Mt. St. Joseph the Ohio, with its Normal De- 
partment was chartered under the laws Ohio, April, 
1920. The community numbers between 800 and 900 
members. 

The Ursulines founded 1535 Brescia, Italy St. 
Angela Merici were instituted especially for the work 
education, and this their sole work. Ven. Mother Mary 
the Incarnation, Ursuline Tours France came 
over Quebec August, 1639, and there founded the 
first female Academy North America.

1877 their Rules were approved the Sacred Congrega- 
tion Bishops and Regulars, and April 26, 1885 Leo 
XIII confirmed the approbation.

The Mystery Teaching 


Analyze and define them may, there always re- 
mains something truly mysterious about the teaching pro- 
cesses. This need not the least surprise us, for the 
same impenetrable mysteriousness hovers over all the 
simple and fundamental phenomena life. Our keenest 
analysis never carries very far when are dealing 
with these matters. They have way eluding our grasp 
and baffling most perplexing manner. for 
that reason that authors writing these subjects usually 
abstain from any attempt real definition and just take 
them for granted what much worse have recourse 
figurative and metaphorical descriptions that are al- 
ways more less misleading. Thus Dr. Trumbull says: 
“Out extensive study the literature teaching, 
for now more than twenty years, can say with positive- 
ness that, from the days Roger Asham down the 
latest European and American writers, hardly one writer 
fifty has even attempted tell his readers what 
means the term teaching, indicate the precise 
nature and limits the teaching process under- 
stands that process.” Now this may well enough for 
practical purposes and may not seriously impair the use- 
fulness and helpfulness discussions the method and 
technique teaching, still will not satisfy the 
present case and will try get the bottom the 
elusive and tantalizing problem. 

The one definition out many that think will prove 
suggestive that Jacotot who says: “To teach 
cause definition brings home the 
mysteriousness the teaching process; for causality has 
always been unexplored mystery man, utterly in- 
accessible human understanding that many philosophers 
have altogether denied the existence and possibility 
human causality.

Outlines for October 
Grade 

Materials needed: unruled pencil paper, size 6x9; pri- 
mary and secondary colors crayon; scissors; paste. 

Lesson Using empty spool, place the center 
the paper and draw around with the red crayon. 
Place the spool the width pencil the right the 
red circle and draw around with the blue crayon. Just 
below and between these two circles, keeping the same 
distance apart, make yellow circle. Fill these circles 
with smooth, slanting stroke, using the side the 
crayon. Just above and between the red and the blue 
circles make circle with the purple crayon. Between 
and near the red and the yellow circles make circle 
with the orange crayon. Between and near the blue 
and the yellow circles make green circle. Fill these 
in, also. Call the first three circles the primary colors, 
the last three the secondary colors, and have the children 
name them over. 

Lesson Placing the paper with the long way hori- 
zontal, teach the class this word. With the blue crayon 
fill the upper part the paper long, light, sweep- 
ing horizontal stroke, saying, “This the bright, blue 
sky.” When the middle distance reached, tell the class 
press more firmly with the crayon and continue the 
bottom the page, saying, “This the deep, blue sea.” 
Where the sea and sky meet the horizon line. Tell 
this the class and have them make horizontal line, 
about long the last joint the thumb, along the 
middle the horizon line with light stroke the black 
crayon.

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ing turn each corner square when held the left 
hand, cut carefully the right side fold just the point 
intersection with the cross fold.

This unnatural and unreasonable method strikes 
with paralyzing force the teacher, and prevents his 
accomplishing the very work aiming do. 
What the teacher’s real work? again ask. 
aid the pupil the development true character, 
qualify him for worthy life, render him 
proper subject for citizenship and society. How 
shall accomplish this all-important work? Evi- 
dently using the limited time has the best 
possible touching every key that 
marvelous organism which will respond the 
touch, appealing every susceptibility and 
every motive, awakening ever dormant energy, 
and especially calling into play those powers 
and emphasizing those duties most essential 
manhood and womanhood. The true teacher does 
this bringing himself, his whole moral and in- 
tellectual being, into sympathetic contact with his 
pupil’s entire being. Hence depends upon the 
teacher himself, his character, his culture, his per- 
sonal influence, more than upon his mechanical 
methods teaching, what kind education 
his pupils will receive. Thus the genuine teacher 
more than all text-books, more than all appara- 
tus and all methods, more than everything else 
the work true education. The Catholic Church 
has recognized this, and hence have her army 
religious teachers, with religion their watch- 
word, and God their strength, training all the 
faculties with which God has endowed his crea- 
tures, educating the whole man. 

When Pestalozzi was carrying his great work 
the old convent Stanz, “his whole school ap- 
paratus consisted himself and his pupils.” But 
this was immeasureably more than all the appara- 
tus modern times minus the mighty persinality 
the strong-souled teacher himself. Yet what 
avail this transcendant factor all the work 
personal force the teacher—if 
limited drilling the pupil’s mind with 
figures stuffing with facts; or, other words, 
all the moral and spiritual force the teacher 
deprived its legitimate effect, and his 
work circumscribed within the narrow and beg- 
garly limits purely secular studies? Developed, 
ennobled, made great himself, and worthy his 
position reason his communion with truth 
all her vast domain, the realms nature, life, 
duty, destiny, and God, cannot, forsooth, 
lift his pupils those lofty attitudes, must not 
speak those solemn sublimities and sacred veri- 
ties, because that would transcending the pro- 
vince whose work teach its ward 
read, and spell and cipher. 

Could any theory process education more 
completely stultify the teacher and stunt the pupil 
than this? With such theory, character noth- 
ing teacher pupil; the teacher who can cram 
the most multiplication table and spelling book 
into the child’s mind in.a given time, whatever 


method mechanism, bears off the palm, and 
the State’s best educational agent. How belittling 
such view education the teacher, how sub- 
versive the high and noble ends ought seek, 
and how utterly variance with every principle 
sound philosophy, apparent every thoughtful 
person. Yet such the legitimate sequence the 
vaunted secular theory common-school instruc- 
tion. 

ought added also, that the theory 
providing exclusively secular education the 
State, exerts most unfavorable influence upon our 
youth, tending demoralize and atheize them. 
This attitude the State cannot fail inter- 
preted young and susceptible minds one 
indifference morality and religion. With the 
State assuming such attitude, and the natural 
disrelish the young for moral instruction, and 
restraint, the parent and the teacher, however will- 
ing and capable they may be, find almost impos- 
sible impress these higher truths the mind 
that indurated rather than made more susceptible 
its purely intellectual culture. Five six days 
the week devoted. exclusively secular instruc- 
tion, with rarely never appeal the higher 
nature child, poor preparation for that 
higher instruction the home the church. 
The receptivity its moral nature gradually les- 
sened the overshadowing preeminence given 
mental culture, and his indifference all moral 
and religious truth constantly increases kind 
logical sequence under this fearfully one-sided 
and irrational method training. religion not 
honored the class-room, will not likely 
receive much attention outside the class-room; 


God not recognized authority there, will 


not often the pupil’s thought elsewhere; 
moral and religious truths find place the daily 
instruction from the teacher, the home and the 
church will have hard and ungracious task find 
any place crowd these truths into the preoccu- 
pied mind the short space time reluctantly 
yielded them for such purpose. And hap- 
pens, the practical working laws, which are 
inexorable destiny. that the moral nature 
waste; and the State pursuing such policy, will 
annually pour out upon society multiplied thou- 
sands youth unqualified for the duties life 
and dangerous all the best interests the na- 
tion, they had never received any training 
the public expense.

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THE HACK THE OVERWORKED TEACHER. 
Gilbert Guest. 


Hack, according French, cheval louage, 
horse that can out, may mean, using the 
term verb, cut notch, but our language 
generally applied vehicle and defined coach 
carriage for hire—we also use the word literary sense 
meaning public servant who hired for hard dry re- 
search work—a drudge. 

Automobiles, however, have crowded out the old slow 
going modes locomotion the detriment many 
pleasant hour retrospection rumination. Dickens 
well knew the value the old fashioned hack for leisurely 
with self others. Who has not laughed 
cried over the Pickwick papers? 

The things that happened that hack going its 
quest adventure, the laughable episodes—the quaint 
humor and tenderness Pickwick, the never failing re- 
partee the loyal Sam Weller, the close knocking the 
ridiculous, the pathetic, the noble, all combine make 
that story the happenings the hack, never failing 
fund pleasure. 

The kind-hearted Pickwick knew the value leisure, 
value that present almost pushed out sight, the 
trend modern rush. The very speed this time spells 
another meaning the term hack, and with this def- 
inition that this article will mainly treat: the literary 
drudge, the hack-teacher—the woman secular religious 
who crowded for time, for leisure, for space find 
herself, that slowly but surely she merging her person- 
ality and that her class into the unloveliness hard 
drudgery. 

Some years ago, when secure the right receive the 
Catholic children the Parish, into the Parochial Schools; 
when the faith the parents was the old-fashioned 
stamp fervant the grounding the funda- 
mental principles religion education, the sisterhoods 
teaching the Parish schools, having fear rompeti- 
tion with the public institution learning may have erred 
the side leisure—-may have loitered little the 
way. 

But not now; when this system standardization, 
this fad speed, this bug-of efficiency—the fear losing 
the children attracted the better equipped school, the 
more interesting methods teaching, the latest styles 
recreation; when all these tend entice the lagging spirit 
the pupils the poorer Parochial school pastures 
new; then that the poor anxious Sister teacher 
changes the hack-teacher. 

She must absorb all the new things taught the rival 
schools. That means the little time left after school and 
Conventual duties for leisure, must given cramming 
the latest and often “Dry Chips” fads, with the re- 
sult? The children are held for time, but the person- 
ality the teacher overshadowed hard-work and 
anxiety and the class loses what teacher’s greatest 
charm, herself, her enthusiasm for the beautiful, her noble 
teaching ideals and her ardent love God; all because 
she, the teacher, losing personality has become beast 
burden, drudge, literary hack. 

religious woman has will her employments, 
her assignments? But she has. one taking the 
most solemn step religious life, the pronouncement 
vows—vows away her personality, her right appeal 
the best others. For what did she become religious, 
was not the great impulse, after saving her soul—to save 
the souls others? Will being uninteresting hack—a 
possible querulous one—because too much do, ac- 
complish the wonderful deed saving souls? How about 
annihilation, about sacrifice the will? How about the 
worker some obscure spot, self annihilation saving 
’Tis granted. know the teaching the 
Church that subject, know that many soul hesi- 
tating the brink spiritual disaster saved the 
prayer some hidden Saint. But not forget the Saint 
the offering self patient, cheerful, gay, ay, 
charming; charming fact that God Himself won 
and grants the prayer this self annihiliated soul. 

old-fashioned book spirituality, old-fashioned but 
sound its fundamentals, teaches morsel sugar, at- 
tracks more flies than barrel vinegar; teacher 
who has time leisure sweet and attractive gets 
better results and higher class-work than the worn-out 
hack drudge. But what the method—what the 
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magic that will change the hack teacher into the lovable 
one? 

simple and for the one who use it, hard 
and monotonous the diet for the rheumatic. First— 
there “no let up” it. Once the road endeavor, 
once the search the “beauty for the teacher, 
the quest must not cease until the object attained; 
the end life. Inconsistent? Does not agree with the 
statement 'that overworked teacher can not make use 
her own personality? Yes, but this case, although 
the work just hard and unceasing the labor 
the drudge, there pleasure forming constituent part; 
with the latter, nothing but hard realities. 


Illustration: The Sister charge informs the teacher 
that because the Public Schools have introduced new text 
books certain subjects they must likewise. And new 
matter must studied, must made the teacher’s own 
before giving the class. that necessity? Who 
make use the new matter? The teacher presenta- 
tion; the pupils absorption? Why not reverse the pro- 
cess—why not walk into the class with the new text books 
and after short introduction the pleasure investiga- 
tion and the delights finding out for onself, present the 
books work the pupils with the direction examine, 
read, make notes and write out questions the text not 
understood? These questions are presented the class, 
research work then begins and goes for few days 
during which, any pupil seeing solution difficulty 
given the privilege explaining away. The teacher 
during this time playing the part visiting board, 
quietly listening and the same time awakening pos- 
sible clearing all things not understood. 


Waste time, you say? What teaching but show- 
ing your pupils the way make new facts and old 
truths their own their individual efforts absorption? 
Any time you can succeed making whole class active, 
arousing all the pupils research work, you are 
for that special occasion prize winner, number “A” 
teacher. 

Take the case over crowding the curriculum, placing 
more studies there than can assimilated taught; ’tis 
imperative necessity the powers that rule declare— 
What can Religious teacher, vowed obedience 
that case? She should—must make strong plea for 
weeding out studies that over lap; and her petition 
not granted, let her accepting the inevitable teaching, 
place less stress the less useful studies and major 
the most important. Possibly this mode action may 
result few failures examination but what are those 
losing out interest the best, disgust for 
study, supine giving attainment? 


Another rock which the over anxious teacher knocks 
that marking papers. super-conscientious teacher 
frequently errs being over exact, her anxiety mark 
all the errors—she over-does. She makes many cor- 
rections that instead remedying the evil she frequently 
adds it, multitude corrected errors confuse. 
illustration—which all religious women will understand; 
the Particular Examin made the scrupulous re- 
ligious, the General, where the gain? What the result? 
Discouragement. many faults remedy—Do you un- 
derstand? 

Hence correcting papers the Grades High 
School classes make this slogan your own. few errors 
corrected means advancement. the grades the number 
papers looked over enough times give the 
overworked teacher nervous prostration—A parallel case 
exists the High School classes because though the num- 
ber pupils are less, the papers are longer. Now, what 
conscientious teacher here—a curriculum over 
crowded and mountain illegible conglomeration 
facts made clear? 


First; the beginning the school term impress your 
pupils with this fact, everything written for the teacher 
must indited ink and good paper and must 
readable. Second; impress this fact yourself—the pu- 
pils must the work—your office show them how. 
Then this second statement means plain English that 
the pupils, not you, that must correct the errors 
mechanics. 

The day the papers, composition essay work hand- 
you, distribute among the class giving each pupil 
this type-written column Scale Errors.

This scale does not embrace all the faults which 
class may guilty; for (alas! the name legion) but 
gives the most common errors perpitrated the juvenile 
writer. After using this little helpful scheme few times 
the class need not instructed its use; but until 
the pupils are conversant with its method the teacher must 
patient her reiterated explanations. 

Instruct them first read the papers carefully order 
grasp the meaning, then second perusal them 
use the scale for correcting errors. 

Few classes there are that not enjoy finding out their 
neighbor’s faults—I have realized that the old bugbear 
composition ceased such, soon the class 
changed places with the teacher and played the part 
the critic. But with this pleasure comes the opposite, 
when the neighbor turn criticizes. Just this junc- 
ture, the teacher does her part. With older pupils there 
not this point much trouble with the younger; 
the latter are because their ignorance the minor 
things grammar, keenly sensitive correction, and 
the teacher not disciplining force, there will dis- 
order and noise when the corrected papers reach the 
writers. 

caution observe silence, gentle reminder that the 
best make mistakes, urging re-read carefully, look 
misspelled words, examine the grammar—all this 
will have its influence.

All she 
does then leave them until the close the week, 
then being careful select the best and the worst the 
papers, she thoroughly corrects, the higher classes 
mistakes Rhetoric—or she handling the grades— 
the mechanical errors—and with these only few 
number.

sive child you aim make him, only more stupid, 
more backward than ever. 

“As star differs from star, children differ 
their natural character and temperament, and the 
wise and prudent teacher will study each order 
draw out and develop all that good them.” 
writes Brother James. But also, might 
added, the wise and prudent teacher will pursue 
this study the individual child with the utmost 
circumspection and tact long that child 
his care, and from the first moment the child ap- 
pears the classroom.

“It honor,” Father Fitzgerald remarks, “to 
seek after one lost sheep. glory bring him back 
the path leading virtue, happiness and life use- 
fulness. But the ninety-nine also have rights, and 
the teacher’s solemn duty protect these rights all 
costs. must save the hundred can; cannot, 
then must save the ninety-nine. there pupil 
refusing attention his work, wasting his time, creating 
confusion and disorder, that pupil must reform, else 
must made feel the hand authority and sometimes 
that hand must heavy one. many the educa- 
tional writings today there too much sentimentality 
about the individuality, liberty, sacredness and inviolable- 
ness childhood. Because this teachers spend preci- 
ous time, say nothing nerve force wasted, coaxing 
and coddling unruly children, when what they need 
liberal dose the medicine sagely prescribed Solomon, 
and generously administered such men Ichabod 
Crane. the teacher has duties and responsibilities, 
must have the right and the authority fulfill these 
obligations. punishment the only effective sanction 
law, then the teacher must have the right and the 
authority inflict it. Any other condition anomalous.” 

But adds wise word caution when 


reminds that: 

“Punishment should the last resort the efficient 
teacher, and corporal punishment should the last 
all punishments. Before recourse had all other 
penalties must have failed. should inflicted only 
with the permission the principal whom each case 
reported, and who files record for future refer- 
ence.

“On discovering and promoting this are striking 
the very root vice which would choke all faculties 
and aptitudes, and which, alas, too common the 
schoolroom. Labor omnia vincit—labor conquers every- 
thing. Yet with many scholars, whether beginners 
those who have made some progress, the inertia which 
truly found here physical bodies, with all its 
opposition advance, must overcome. Work and 
industry will purchase learning well other things. 
the remedy for those who would put the blame 
their dullness slowness talent. Let them pound away 
strong conscientious workers and they will fashion out 
success.” 

must remember, too, that slowness dull- 
ness not always sign laziness lack 
intelligence. Lincoln was called lazy boy. Ful- 
ton was dubbed dullard. Linnaeus the botanist 
would have been made cobbler his teacher’s 
advice had been followed. Sir Isaac Newton was 
inattentive child school. 

understand each and everyone our new 
pupils properly, must course have, begin 
with, reasonable knowledge child psychology 
built up, let hope, the case new teachers, 
some experience practice training. But with 
this knowledge foundation, our acquaintance 
with our present charges, the new pupils this 
year, must hand-made superstructure, the re- 
sult intimate personal study, not mere hearsay 
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snap surmise. For instance, the new pupil comes 
into our classroom this year with bad name. 
has perhaps earned that bad name, every whit 
it, the year before; and his former teacher has 
warned about him. Well, the warning should 
appreciated. But for brand the boy forth- 
with and outright and let stand that—this way 
trouble lies. Setting child down incorrigible 
dullard sometimes, again quote Father 
Fitzgerald, merely “means cloaking one’s own 
true teacher’s judgment not clouded child’s 
previous record, nor his sympathy warped 
what may prove unearned reputation. 
familiarizes himself with the child’s heredity and 
environment”—as through the health card system 
already knows his joys and his sor- 
rows, his loves and his hates, his hopes and his 
fears, his victories and his defeats. feels that 
must know the whole child just is, 
would aid effectively his physical, mental, moral 
growth and development, which the sole purpose 
all class management. This personal study de- 
mands effort, time and continual vigilance, 
true, but will bear fruit hundredfold, not the 
Dead Sea fruit resulting from the puny little arti- 
fices and devices often considered essential 
the petty business keeping children quiet, but 
the luscious and life-giving fruit resulting from 
awakening, stimulating and strengthening all that 
best and truest child nature. true aim and 
personal study the individual child are sine qua 
non conditions successful school government.” 
One weakness which some teacher’s are guilty 
each succeeding year listening the new pupil’s 
criticisms implied open, his former teacher. 
Many child will “excuse sin,” the prayer book 
puts it, making the plea that “Last year Sister let 
it” “Sister never told not last year” 
“Brother never The moment teacher 
gives ear this kind talk, encouraging 
discussion questioning, even look, she 
weakens her hold the pupil, strengthens him 
his illdoing, and slackens just that much the 
morale the whole classroom and the whole 
school. quiet word, final and determined, about 
last year having nothing with the case—like 
Wolfe Hopper’s famous “flowers that bloom 
the Spring spoken immediately. 
The stubborn child, too, wiil found this 
year’s crop new pupils, just last year’s and 
all the years before. But must study that child 
very carefully, and sure case stubborn- 
ness before begin apply treatment. What 
must guard against the mistaking natural- 
strong and determined will for mere mulishness. 
Teachers unhappily boast too often, handling 
such cases, that they will “knock out” the 
child “before they get through with him.” The 
attempt break down nature this kind may 
lead, Brother James cautions us, “to destruc- 
tion that will power necessary the work 
character formation. the contrary, when you 
find this valuable asset your pupils,” admon- 
ishes us, “encourage, strengthen and direct it. Di- 
rection not destruction should your motto.” 
Another common problem among new pupils 
the transient. The transient may such for more 
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than one reason. may the child transient 


parents. (In one parish New York where the 
population shifts, there were five hundred transfers 
one year the parish school!) may 
transient because mother’s pet, moved from 
one school another for the simple reason that 
teacher any school can anything with him. 
such case, the child’s record should closely 
investigated. The parents themselves should 
obliged furnish whatever information can got 
out them, although achieve this good deal 
tact frequently necessary. fairly sure way 
question the child the parent’s presence, 
finding out where was last, how long, where 
how long, and on. necessary, 
this information can checked with the rec- 
ords the other schools the youngster 
tended. investigation this sort may reveal 
many unsuspected causes trouble, revelations 
which the wise and capable teacher may prove 
the very weapons with which victory last will 
won difficult and chronic case failure. 
The true teacher will enter with zest such 
campaign this, determined win regardless 
how many others before her have failed. 

The teacher’s life would sad bore, indeed, 
and fruitless function, all children were alike; 
but still the diversity among them sometimes 
appalling, and the task finding out, analyz- 
ing and balancing it, even more so. This,child 
never! This child should get round scolding— 
but never this other one, deeper and finer 
nature. The mother nine year old boy recently 
told incident the child’s father scolding 
him the evening for not having done the task 
which had been assigned him the morning. True, 
the child had not done that specific task, and had 
technically disobeyed; but had drudged all day 
long different and far harder job, with in- 
tention disobedience, but rather with the sole 
object surprising and pleasing his father all the 
more when evening came. But the 
home from work after hard day, did not under- 
stand, and the little fellow got tongue-lashing 
which sent him broken hearted bed, too proud 
and too fine, inherently, explain. The following 
day the sequel the story worked out. What 
you think was the reaction the nine-year-old? 
Taking the book “Back Home,” plodded for 
hours his brother’s typewriter copying the long 
poem “Where Mother Best,” presenting the 
same long last his mother token his 
love for silent reproach for his good 
Dad, who, must not inferred, was tyrant 
father, who has raised eight youngsters and raised 
them beautifully. But even the best fathers and 
the best teachers not always understand the 
children their care—and this largely because 
they not study them sufficiently. The busy 
father, occupied with earning for household ten, 
excused; but what excuse shall there offered 
for the teacher whose sole profession the study 
the child? this case, the youngster, instead 
scolding, should have received praise, first, for 
his self imposed task, well discharged; and then 
word concerning the task undone; little word 


concerning obedience, and admonition, perhaps, 
that such case, the child, planning his surprise, 
should have asked that the given work post- 
poned. The sole point is, that understanding 
reached between the and the child. 

Truly, our work cut out for begin this 
Teacher’s Year ours, looking and taking sec- 
ond look, the new pupils who confront us. But 
need not discouraged. are beginners 
—then have some real soul adventuring ahead 
experienced hands, then can draw refreshing 
draughts satisfaction and self encouragement 
from the past, remembering how many times before 
have faced the same problem—and solved it; 
reminding ourselves some the specific cases 
last year, other years, wherein hard work 
has borne rich fruit and the new pupil has passed 
from our hands, the higher grade out 
the world large, longer puzzle mystery, 
but accomplished worker. 

This, course, one the educator’s greatest 
rewards, the thought the successful pupil—once, 
little while ago, “the new has passed 
through that teacher’s hands fitted for higher 
things. And yet, what surprise some those 
“new” pupils have been! experienced teacher, 
Rev. Lawrence Yeske, M:, St. Mary’s Col- 
lege, Dayton, Ohio, thus recounts some his “ad- 
ventures” the world discovery among boys: 

“When the pupils come under our observation and 
training, particularly the seventh and eighth grades, 
some will show preference and aptitude for certain studies. 
One may evince fondness for language, manifesting itself 
love for reading and facility for composition; another 
may possess dexterity manipulating figures and de- 
vising solutions; third may relish history and show 
early, though somewhat crude skill grouping facts 
history; again, especially has had some manual 
training, may experiment with instruments his own 
making; another may enamored nature, flowers, 
beasts birds. These are tendencies capabilities that 
need direction and encouragement. Others again, possess- 


ing several aptitudes requisite for such state, will express 
desire become engineer, teacher, priest.” 

But then goes on, recalling mind: 

“One his scholars who one time 
only ability but even distate for mathematics; within 
two years the same boy ‘starred’ them. Another, who 
evinced first love for languages, turned his whole 
attention applied mechanics and electricity. also 
said that not infrequently the so-called bright boy settles 
down easygoing ways, not thorough and persever- 
ing his less gifted but more applied companions. 
the latter that must give more attention because 
their present apparent handicap. The slow but sure boy 
better subject work upon many cases, than the 
brilliant and precocious pupil.” 


For, shows, too often: 

“the pupils gather the idea that any attention paid 
them altogether due them, and 
What teacher has not experienced that the laggard and 
the slow mind, whom showed zealous prefer- 
ence and attention, will eventually manifest ever-abid- 
ing gratitude because has been raised from lower 
plains higher and better 

raise the new pupil ever higher and better 
things, not alone the line study intellectual 
advancement, but character development and 
growth soul power and personality; this, after 
all, must the teacher’s single purpose from the 
first day the school year the last; from our 
first day the ranks Christian educators unto 
the very end our earthly lives. What have 
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ahead do, fact, the making men 
and women; and keep that aim and object 
mind, think can choose better text than 
the following words written Archbishop Spald- 
ing concerning child: “To imagine that 
educate this being infinite sensibility and 
impressionability, when little else than 
teach him read, write and cipher, 
cherish delusion. not his destiny become 
reading, writing and ciphering machine, but 
become man, who believes, hopes and loves; who 
holds sovereign truth, and swayed sym- 
pathy; who has habits right thinking and well- 
doing which have become law him, second 
nature.”

are his words: “The systems religious education 
practiced many places are hopelessly antiquated. They 
are grounded false psychological principle, they are 
not accommodated the nature the child-mind; they 
have not advanced equally with secular education. Many 
teachers are still giving stones instead bread, that 
sense-impressions instead conscience-impressions and 
will-impressions; words instead ideas.” And then 
tells this experiece: once had class grown boys 
talk to. They had mostly been public institution 
for orphans, and had been sent once twice week 
church where, during several years, they were instructed 
catechism priests and ladies. asked few simple 
questions about the truths religion. Not one could 
answer. Then took the catechism and asked questions 
from it. There they were more home; some got out 
few unconnected words from the catechism answers; 
some could only produce inarticulate sounds which bore 
resemblance the printed words. fact, they had 
been taught only sounds and tongue-motions. The intel- 
lect remained quite untrained, and still more the emo- 
tions, affections, conscience and will.” (Religious Educa- 
tion and Its Failures. The Ave Maria Press, Notre Dame, 
Indiana.) Sad though this experience was can easily 
duplicated. Father Ernest Hull, writes 
similar lamentable and grotesque failures 
education. (Cfr.: Collapses Adult Life. Herder, St. 
Louis, Mo.) 

These failures are readily accounted for. They are due 
radical misunderstanding the teaching process 
which turn and inevitably leads wrong methods and 
inadequate and ineffective technique. The teachers 
responsible for the ignorance these pupils have only 
performed one half their task, not, indeed, from any 
willful neglect, but from lack insight 
They have, perhaps, with great elaborateness and con- 
siderable display learning, proposed the truths re- 
ligion, but they have not caused them learned. 
learned does not mean committed memory, 
means mentally assimilated. secure this men- 
tal assimilation the pupil the chief object teach- 
ing. Wherever this not accomplished the teacher has 
failed. 

Teaching implies two-fold process. consists the 
presentation mental content and such activities 
the teacher that will enable the pupil appropriate this 
mental content and assimilate organically with the 
body knowledge already possess. The acquisition 
new knowledge can only made through knowledge 
previously acquired. “What child gets out any sub- 
ject presented him, writes Dr. Dewey, simply the 
images which himself forms with regard it.” 

The mere presentation knowledge not teaching; 
becomes teaching only when the learning-reaction the 
part the child has been successfully brought about 
the efforts the teacher. The teacher that not con- 
cerned about these reactions merely soliloquizes his 
class. The threads his knowledge hang loose the 
air and not reach the minds his pupils. The pupils 
not follow his line thought and naturally they. get 
nowhere. teacher that type can talking for 
hour, restate, repeat and reiterate, use the whole vo- 
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cabulary, resort illustrations, and yet for all that his 
class wiser. There vital contact between the 
teacher and the pupil; the teacher explaining the whole 
matter himself, and, presume his own satisfac- 
tion; but actually explaining nothing his class. 
Teachers that description are quite numerous every 
department learning; they are particularly numerous 
the field religion. 

Teaching, then, may said consist finding ave- 
nues approach between the new knowledge com- 
municated and the knowledge possession the child. 
idea cannot directly imparted another mind. 
This can only done through signs and words. When 
use words order explain anything another one 
all depends what these words that employing 
mean the one whom addressing. they actual- 
conjure before his mental vision identically the 
same concept that present mind? then, 
indeed, conveying him own mental 
have succeeded making him understand. But the 
term that have chosen calls mind idea dif- 
ferent from the one that wish convey, there 
real correspondence between and him; misunder- 
stands me. every stage the instruction, therefore, 
paramount importance make sure that there 
exists this perfect correlation between the teacher and 
the pupil. The pupil may able repeat the words 
that guarantee that has really grasped the under- 
lying significance. That has only comprehended 
able translate the truth proposed into terms which 
has real understanding, that terms for which 
has ideas the range his previously acquired knowl- 
edge. 

occasionally come across this unpleasant experi- 
ence that one our pupils reports having made 
doctrinal statement that utterly impossible for 
have made. How, then, such complete distortion 
what really have said possible? The answer pre- 
sents difficulty. What has happened this. inter- 
preting his own mind the terms which expressed 
our thought, the pupil has substituted idea from his 
own mental content that nowise answered what was 
before our spiritual eye. were working cross pur- 
poses. learned what had not all intended 
teach. That the final result was bizarre, preposterous 
and ridiculously absurd not surprising. Hence, 
necessary that the teacher exercise continued and sharp 
control over the mental processes his pupils. must 
know what going their heads; sure that the 
mental images evoked his explanations are those that 
really embody his thought. 

The religious teacher disadvantage when com- 
pared the teacher other subjects; for whereas the 
latter deals with matters that can easily rendered visual 
and presented object lessons, the former has 
with things that are very abstract nature and that 
transcend the range child’s experience. must, 
therefore, very vigilant lest the child while trying 
translate the new taught religious ideas into terms 
its own experience hopelessly disfigure and distort them.
